_ Brathsan and Hoskovits appeared before. a Federal Grand Jury in Jai^, 

1950, at whieh tine both refused to answer any pertinent questloas oonoerning 
this natter on the grounds of self-inorinination. An indiotment was returned 
against Brotbnan and Koskowits on Jbly 29, 1960, oharglng then with oonspiraoy 
to obstruot and Inpede the due adninistration of Justioe in Tiolation of Title 
18, Sootion 241. They were arrested by the fBI on July 29, 1960, and both ware 
held in default of ^25,000 bond* Moskowlts was released on August 16, 1950 
after haring posted bar 126,000 bp^. On September 1, i960. Brotbnan posted 
his bond of 426,000 and was released, .. 

The Goramme^t's ease against Brothman and Moskowlts is based primarily 
upon the proposed testimony of Harry Gold. Elisabeth Bentley will be able to 
furnish some oorroboratire orldonce in oonneotion with Imr making arranganents 
for the turning of Brothnan onrer to a new Soriet espionage oontaot whom Bentlsy 
did not know, but who actually was Harry Gold. Some testimoiy of pertinenoa 
will be forthooming baaed upon the interriew of Brothman by Speoial Agents. It 
is to be pointed out, however, that the Gorernment ' s case against Brothman and 
Moskowlts is not a strong one* Vt^Ll 

Thomas L* Black 

Harry Gold admitted in a signed statement dated June 2, 1950, that be 
, originally was initiated into Soriet espionage aotirity by Thomas L. Black a 
chemist, in the Spring or Summer of 1936. BUok, at that time, asked Gold'lf 
he could get Information from the PennsylTania Sugar Compaq^ in Philadelphia 
relative to prooesses used hy that company, Blaok e 3 q>lained that Im was in oontaot 
with a Rusaisn at the Amtorg Trading Corporat^n in Hew Tork City and that he, 
Blaok, had been giving ohemloal prooesses of >the Hatlonal Oil Produeta Cospany to 
hit Soviet e^onage oontaot. Black introduoed Gold to Gold’s first espiowge 
oontaot, PauIrSBiith, idio has not been identified to date. Gold denied that Blaek 
aided ^ in 'His espionage operations from that tine forward ezoept to eoeasionally 
loM him Blaok was first Interviewed ky Speoial Agents of the Phiiadelphia
